Kiritsis has been described by his 
family and friends as an expert in 
explosives and munitions and was a 
small arms instructor at West Point in 


the 1950s. A spokesman at West Point 
said he could not confirm that Kiritsis 
had worked there, because personnel 
records only go back a few years. 
Kiritsis borrowed $130,000 three 
years ago from Meridian Mortgage 
Co. — which is controlled by Hall and 
his brothers and father — to buy a 16- 
acre plot for a shopping center. Tile 
dynamite used to wire the apartment 
was purchased to clear the land for 
that center. 
Kiritsis claims the Halls cheated 
him and steered possible tenants away 
from the property. He has demanded 
that his debt be canceled, and the 
mortgage company has agreed, if Hall - 
is released unharmed.

Teachers Bargaining Bill Ready 


To Be Altered 
Utility Discusses Bills

In his report to the Rushville Utilities 
Service 
Board

Superintendent Charles Scott stated that 
the recent cold weather had resulted in 
over 171 calls being made to restore 
service to customers. In 56 of these cases 
broken water meters had to be replaced, 
there were 27 bursted lines and the 
welders were used to thaw the lines 35 
times. Some lines have been impossible 
to thaw and will have to wait for warmer 
weather. 
Because of the necessity to estimate 
bills, due to meters being covered with 
snow, and broken mains, “ unaccounted 
loss” of water during January climbed to 
6.24million gallons, approximately twice

I would like to publicly thank all State Highway 
Commission employees for the tremendous job they 
did during the recent snow disaster. By one a m. the 
morning of the 28th, the day of the blizzard, all State 
Highway Employees were fully mobilized. As they 
went to work that night, they didn’t know that for the 
next several days almost every employee would be 
working around the clock, in an unbelievable 
situation of cold, snow, wind, and darkness. 
Human needs and survival took all priority as our 
people worked with others to help stranded motorists, 
open roads for emergency vehicles to provide 
medical care, food, and fuel for heat. The demands 
were so great it would be impossible to count the acts 
of so many to alleviate human suffering. 
Around the state were many extremely difficult 
situations. But perhaps the worst was on 1-65 in our 
Monticello Highway District. Here hundreds of trucks 
and cars became stalled for a distance of about three 
miles. They were bumper to bumper and up to eight 
lanes wide. The only way they could be reached was 
on foot or by snowmobile. Four-wheelers could not 
even get through to them. 
As you know, Governor Bowen called out the 
National Guard to this area. The Guard sent three 
task forces containing tanks, heavy wreckers, and 
other equipment from Gary, Stout Field, and At- 
terbury. In less than 48 hours they were able to clear 
one lane north and south bound—a tremendous ac­ 
complishment. 
The work of many individuals could be singled out 
but I would like to especially recognize our Highway 
Superintendent from this Monticello area, Ms. Wilma 
Sheroan (yes, a woman). She and her forces seemed 
to have accomplished the impossible, while working 
night and day through the emergency. 
To the unwritten list of heroes and helpers could be 
added the names of many from not only State High­ 
way but County and City highway departments, State 
and local police, the National Guard, medical per­ 
sonnel, energy and utility suppliers, four-wheelers, 
CB groups, and many more. It was a time of Hoosiers 
helping each other. My thanks to them all.

Tobacco, Alcohol Bad for the Heart 


I’ve had a mild heart attack 
tad they made me give ap 
nanking entirely. Now they’re 
iller me to give ap drinking 
lie obol because they My it, too, 
a had for the heart Couldn’t I 
&eat a little with both? — Mr. 
K.R.B., Wash., D.C. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
It’s well established that 
"cheating” with tobacco can 
ultimately cheat you of years of 
added life. 
There is no question about the 
feet that all tobacco, especially 
cigarettes, reduces the flow of 
blood to all organs of the body. 
Ihe heart in particular is af­ 
fected by the spasm of the ar­ 
teries that’s caused by tobacco. 
A simple rule is laid down for 
all people oho have ever had 
coronary heart diease. That is, 
that smoking is the surest, if 
slowest, way to commit suicide. 
More and more evidence is 
coming to light that alcohol, too, 
has a bad effect on the muscle of 
the heart. The cells and the 
nerve complex within the heart 
that control its regularity can 
also be affected even by 
moderate, 
but 
sustained, 
drinking. 
Most cardiologists are in 
agreement with the statement 
made by Dr. Dean Mason and 


Dr. 
Leigh Segel, 
of the 
University of California. They 
state, “Present evidence in­ 
dicates that alcohol exerts a 
toxic action on the myocardium 
(heart muscle) 
and... 
is 
responsible for a depression of 
its mechanical performance.” 
They also say, “Treatment of 
alcoholic heart disease always 
includes total abstention which, 
in some cases, has been shown 
to reverse some forms of this 
condition.” 
You must know that neither 
your family physician nor your 
cardiologist establishes rules 
that are meant to punish you. 
Rather, they outline regimes 
that are meant to prolong your 
life, giving it not only longevity, 
but also quality. 
At first, the restrictions 
imposed on you may seem to be 
too rigid. But when you begin to 
regain greater activity and 
normal productivity you, too, 
will agree that what seems 
deprivation is, indeed, a gift.

Economy Swing

BURBANK. Calif. (U PI) — A West Coast 
m anagem ent level recru iter is sure there 
soon 
will 
be an upw ard swing in the- 
econom y. He says corporations are looking 
for executives who can 
provide orderly 
growth in profit situations. 
Joseph Fowler is a specialist in recruiting 
top and m iddle m anagem ent executives, the 
type he calls ‘‘overachievers.” 
He looks for the man or woman who can 
return 
to 
management 
m ore 
than 
his 
em ployer asks for. 
His optim ism about 1977 stem s from his 
knowledge of demands for such recruiting- 
activities in the early part of this year. 
“C orporations see opportunities to expand 
and w ant to get top quality personnel — the 
overachievers — into key 
positions for 
orderly and profitable grow th,” he said. 
“T here is no question in our minds that 
our o rd er book today reflects emergent 
prosperity.” He said a good number of 
assignm ents for top level executives require 
search activity to begin this month. 
"B arrin g some t o t a l l y unanticipated 
contingency,” Fowler said, “ w e’ll see an 
econom ic upsurge beginning in March and 
taking significant effect bv M ay.” 


Head of his own firm, Fow ler has been in 
the 
business 
of 
finding 
t o p - l e v e l 
m anagem ent for 23 years. His billings have 
exceeded $1 million annually for the past 
half dozen years. 
E xecutive recruitm ent firm s around the 
nation com m and about $100 million a year in 
fees. They are called on to help fill positions 
in four of every five m ajo r companies 
across the country. 
“ I personally believe executive search 


assignm ents constitute an earlier and m ore 
reliable economic indicator of w hat’s going 
to happen in the future than retail sales 
figures, 
shifts 
in 
unemployment 
d ata, 
changes of floating money supply or freight 
car loadings,” he said. 
“ I’d rate it right along with corporate 
capital spending plans and m achine tool 
orders, and m aybe even better...” 
Fowler said there w as similar recruitm ent 
activity in the spring of 1976 which leveled 
off in June. The increase signaled the higher 
tem po of the econom y last year and the 
decrease in executive search presaged the 
econom y’s leveling off. 
Fowler fills m anagem ent level and high 
technology positions 
offering salaries 
of 
$100,000 per year at the top. and m iddle 
m anagem ent 
and 
engineering 
posts 
of 
$30,000 to a little below. 
Fowler and his staff of 13 recruiters a re 
engineers them selves, and all have held top 
positions with responsibilities for bringing in 
profits. 
He defined an ‘‘overachiever” as a person 
who is “goal oriented and who won’t settle 
for mediocrity. It’s someone who gives the 
em ployer more of a percentage of the retu rn 
on profits than was asked for 
“ The same thing goes for engineers. A 
project engineer knows what his budget is 
and tries to bring the work in under that 
budget. 
“Overachievers represent maybe two per 
cent of the population. They’re a sc a rc ity ,” 
Fow ler said. 
He said his firm learns about candidates 
for top jobs through trade publications. “ If 
we go to them and offer greater opportunity 
and greater use of their talents, we usually 
can land them ," he said. 


Record Worsens

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Agriculture 
D epartm ent’s often critcized record as an 
em ployer of minority A m ericans got worse 
last y e a r after improving in 1975. But it is 
going to im prove again soon, a top official 
predicted today. 
“ We’ve absolutely got to do better, and 
we’re w orking hard at it,” J .P. Bolduc, 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
for 
adm inistration, said in an interview . 
" I ’m optim istic that w e’ll see significant 
progress 
in a m atter of three or four 
m onths,” Bolduc said. 
The official's comments cam e after equal 
em ploym ent specialists told a reporter in 
response to questions that the departm ent’s 
m inority employment percentage — which 
includes blacks, Hispanics and other racial 
m inorities — went from 10.9 per cent in 1974 
to 11.2 p er cent in 1975 but dropped back to 
10.9 per cent last year. 


Bolduc said one reason for the decline was 
a general retrenchm ent in federal hiring 
coupled with a difficulty in recruiting new 
m inority employes in some rural-oriented 
departm ent agencies. 
The fact is that m any of our agencies 
have 
minority 
employm ent 
above 
the 
federal government average. But 50 per cent 
of our total em ploym ent (of about 80,000) is 
in three agencies — the Forest Service, Soil 
Conservation Service, and Farm ers Hom e 
Administration — which have a com bined 
m inority employment of only 7.5 per c e n t,” 
Bolduc said. 


The official said those agencies 
have 
lagged in hiring m inorities because they 
require college degrees in agricultural and 
forestry fields in which, historically, th ere 
are few minority students.

“ A fter these things God tested Abraham, 
and said to him, ‘A b rah am !’ And he said, 
‘Here I a m .’ He said, ‘T ake your son, your 
only son Isaac, whom you love, and go to the 
land of M oriah, and offer him there as a burnt 
offering upon one of the m ountains of which I 
shall tell you’.” (Genesis 22:1-2). 
In this passage we com e upon one of the 
most touching stories in the Old Testament. 
Never again until we com e to the New 
T estam ent story of our Heavenly Father 
actually offering His only begotten Son on 
Mount Calvary do we hear of anything like it. 
The story of A braham ’s offering Isaac on 
Mount Moriah touches the very heart of the 
plan of salvation that God has designed for 
the w orld. 
Why would God touch the life of Abraham’s 
son w hen Isaac was the very one God had 


given through a m iracle, and when He had 
prom ised that through Isaac all the nations 
would be blessed? Did God take some stra n g e 
pleasure in wounding the heart of A braham , 
His most devoted w orshiper? And what w as 
this strange com m and for human sacrifice? 
These are hard questions, and they m ust 
not be answered by hum an philosophy; the 
Book itself must supply the answers, or else 
we shall emerge with a perverted theology 
and a license to do som e crazy religious 
practices on our own.

GovernorOtis R. Bowen 


The continuing in c re a s e of agencies, 
boards, commissions and com m ittees in state 
governm ent to a number now exceeding 300 is 
proof positive that we now m ust take a hard 
look at how government is organized and how 
it operates. 
I have set as a key goal for m y second term 
the stream lining of governm ent in a way that 
will m ake it operate more efficiently. It is my 
hope that we can set and achieve goals of 
increased productivity in the public sector 
just as businesses and individuals seek to get 
more m ileage out of their tim e and expenses. 
One m ain element of the public productivity 
program will be an overall management 
review of state government. This review will 
involve an agency-by-agency evaluation of 
p ro g ra m s , functions, m an a g em e n t and 
spending policies. 
The objective will be to consolidate similar 
function and to eliminate those which have 
outlived 
their usefulness. 
The result of 
achieving that objective will be to simplify 
the stru c tu re of state governm ent, making it

m ore manageable and m ore understandable 
to the public. 
As a companion venture, we will seek to 
upgrade the m anagem ent capabilities of sta te 
governm ent agencies and adm inistrators. 
In addition, we should impose reasonable 
term ination dates for any necessary new 
agencies created by the legislature and I hope 
that the General A ssem bly will incorporate 
the “ sunset” principle in legislation creating 
new government units. 


However, I have reservations about the 
m ore sweeping sunset proposals because they 
fail to recognize that certain essential func­ 
tions of government cannot be “sunset.” 
It would require executive agencies w ith 
bona fide missions to invest manpower, tim e 
and money simply justifying program s not 
seriously intended for elimination. 
This time spent looking over the shoulder 
m ight better be spent doing what is required 
of these agencies by law and expected of them 
by the public they serv e.

The R ev. Hon Marr, a B aptist minister 
who 
publishes and edits 
a 
newspaper, 
‘‘C hristian Inquirer,” is a guiding force in 
the various councils and the forum . 
In an interview , Marr said 30,000 persons 
have joined the movement in the last 15 
months and his goal is 100,000. “ At that time 
we will s ta rt to weed out those not active in 
the basic concept oi G ideon,” he said, 
referring to the Old T estam ent w arrior who 
deduced his forces by a series of tests 
designed to assure he had only a dedicated 
core of fighters left. 
“ We a re concerned with a re a s of moral 
im portance,’’ Marr said. “ If w e continue to 
experience the erosion of m oral values we 
have experienced throughout this century, 
our society cannot survive as we have 
known it.”

Sharp Testifies 


C ongressm an Phil Sharp today testified 
against a proposed increase in the salaries of 
Congressm en and other high government 
officials. 
Sharp told the Ad Hoc Subcom m ittee on 
Presidential Pay Recom m endations, “I do 
not believe a 29 percent increase is justified, 
and I am opposed to the way the House is 
preventing a vote to disapprove it.” 
A 1967 law established a comm ission to 
make salary recom m endations every four 
years to the President, who then forwards his 
recom m endations to the C ongress. 
lf neither house of Congress disapproves 
the recom m endations within 30 days, they go 
into effect. 
The S enate has already 
voted not to 
disapprove the recom m endations made by 
former P resident Ford, and the House has 
scheduled com m ittee h e a rin g s on the 
m easure w hich will use up the rem ainder of 
the 30 days allowed for disapproval. 
“ I am a w a re that the S alary Commission 
and P resident Ford recom m ended this in­ 
c re a s e ,’’ S h a rp testified, “ b eca u se top 
governm ent salaries since 1969 have only 
risen by 5 percent while the cost of living has 
increased by two thirds.” 
“ But the attem p t to catch up suddenly, with 
one giant increase of over $12,000 is wrong." 
In addition to the size of the proposed in­ 
crease, S h arp cited three reaso n s for op­ 
posing the Congressional pay ra ise. 
“To control inflation we will have to ask 
business and labor not to drive for excessive 
wage and p rice increases,” he said , “ but if we 
allow this m ajo r increase in our own salaries 
we will be setting the poorest 
possible 
exam ple.” 


He also pointed out that the Salary Com ­ 
m ission had recom m ended that the proposed 
salary increase be tied to a strict Code of 
E thics for Congressmen. 


“ I know that work is underw ay to draft the 
new Code of Ethics and th at it cannot be done 
too hastily,” Sharp said , “ but I believe 
consideration of any sa la ry increase should 
be postponed until we h av e guidelines on such 
things as outside incom e for Congressmen 
and disclosure of all in co m e.” 


The loth District Congressm an cited a 
“ final, very im portant re aso n ” for his op­ 
position to the pay raise. 


“ E very Member ol C ongress ran for office 
last November knowing w hat the job pays." 
“ While Congress has the Constitutional 
authority to set its own s a la rie s ,” he testified, 
“ any changes should only be effective in the 
following term .” 
“ This would require us to stand for election 
before the increase." he continued, “and the 
people could determ ine w hether they wished 
us to continue to represent them at the higher 
pay scale.” 
This practice is used by many State 
governm ents," he concluded, “and I believe 
it is a sound one.” 
S harp has co-sponsored th ree bills this year 
to control Congressional pay raises 
One 
would defer any C ongressional raises until 
the following term. A nother would require a 
se p a ra te vote of both the House and Senate 
before any raise is g ra n te d A third would 
freeze Congressional 
sa laries until com 
prehensive, strong ethics requirem ents are 
established.

Saturday evening after being in 
Rush M emorial Hospital since 
Monday where he had been in 
Income Tax Pointers 


By Internal Revenue Service 


Take whiskey for example. If your 
doctor prescribes that 
you take two 
ounces of whiskey twice a day for relief 
of angina pain or some other ailment, 
the cost of the prescribed amount of 
whiskey is a deductible medical expense. 
The cost of special diets, however, such 
as one prescribed for an ulcer condition, 
is not a medical deduction because the 
special diet simply replaces food you 
would normally eat. 
Transportation to and from the place 
where medical service is rendered is also 
deductible at a rate of 7 cents per mile 
or the actual amounts involved. Parking 
fees and tolls may be added to mileage 
expenses Over the period of a year, all 
the little trips to doctors’ offices and hos­ 
pitals could add up to a significant addi­ 
tional medical deduction. 
A case rn point. Suppose you are re­ 
quired to have your blood pressure mon­ 
itored weekly by your doctor. His office 
is 20 miles, round trip, from your home 
and you must pay SO cents to park each 
time you visit. You would be able to 
deduct $1.90 per week (7 cents x 20 
miles equals $1.40 plus 50 cents parking). 
That would round off to an additional 
$99 medical deduction at the end of the 
year. 
H ere’s another example of how trans­ 
portation expenses for medical purposes 
can work: As part of your medical treat­ 
ment for a heart condition your physi­ 
cian advises you to winter in a warmer 
climate. You and your family spend the 
winter in a rented house in Florida. Your 
share of the transportation expenses be­ 
tween your home and the Florida loca­ 
tion are deductible. 
The cost of meals and lodging while 
you are away from home for medical 
treatm ent is not deductible even though 
the trip is made on the advice of your 
doctor. 
But, payment for meals and 
lodging furnished by a hospital or similar 
institution incidental to medical care is 
deductible. 
There are some other limitations to 
the transportation deductions. You may 
not include depreciation or insurance on 
your car. Nor can you claim expenses 
where your physician prescribes an op­ 
eration or treatment and, purely for per­ 
sonal reasons, you choose to travel to 
another city for treatment. 
The best way to get all the facts on 
medical deductions is to ask your nearest 
IRS office for Publication 502, "Deduc­ 
tion for Medical and Dental Expenses." 
It lists the things you can and cannot 
deduct and will help you to get the most 
out of your medical deductions. 
One Anal reminder. Save all your med­ 
ical and dental receipts and be sure to 
reduce your medical deduction by any 
amounts you were reimbursed by insur­ 
ance or other sources. 


It's no sacret that medical expenses 
have skyrocketed in recent years. Amer­ 
icans everywhere claim they can’t cffbrd 
to get sick, and they aren’t kidding. 
Now more than ever, it makes good 
sense to get the most out of the medical 
and dental deductions on your Federal 
income tax return. 
Here's a quick guide as to what is de­ 
ductible: 
—Medical and dental expenses to the 
extent they exceed 3 percent of your 
adjusted gross income. 
—One-half (up to $150) of the pre­ 
miums you pay for medical insur­ 
ance without regard to the 3-percent 
limitation. 
—Drugs and medicine to the extent 
they exceed I percent of your ad­ 
justed gross income; subject to the 
3 percent limitation. 
For example, let’s suppose your ad­ 
justed gross income is $14,000 and you 
had $600 in unreimbursed medical and 
dental bills, paid $300 in medical insur­ 
ance premiums, and spent $75 for pre­ 
scription drugs. You would be entitled 
to a $480 medical deduction. Here’s how 
to arrive at that figure: Take one-half of 
your medical insurance premiums (up to 
$150). That gives you $150 to deduct 
Next, take your $600 in medical and 
dental bills and the other $150 you paid 
for medical insurance and subtract $420 
(3 percent of your adjusted gross in­ 
come). That gives you an additional $330 
to deduct. The prescriptions would not 
be deductible since they amount to less 
than I percent of your income. 
Even with that example, the figuring 
may still sound confusing. But don’t 
panic. The medical and dental expenses 
portion of Schedule A of Form 1040, 
“ Itemized Deductions,” takes each item 
in turn, showing you step-by-step how to 
figure the correct medical tax deduction. 
What are deductible medical expenses? 
The IRS allows just about every medical 
expense you could possibly have. Such 
things as doctors’ fees, ambulances, med­ 
icines and drugs, hospital services, artifi­ 
cial appliances, special equipment, and 
transportation costs, are all deductible. 
It is not necessary that medicines and 
drugs be prescribed by a physician, so 
long as they are legally obtained and 
generally recognized as medicine and 
drugs. 
There are, of course, certain expenses 
which cannot be claimed, such as health 
club dues, diaper service, vitamins for 
general health, illegal operations, etc. 
But rather than list all the do’s and 
don’ts of medical deductions, a mention 
of some of the commonly overlooked 
deductions might be more helpful. Every 
year, taxpayers fail to claim medical de­ 
ductions which can trim dollars from 
their tax bill.

To many of us the kitchen is synonym ous with feeling good 
because it is the hub of family activity. Unfortunately, the 
kitchen is also am ong the most potentially dangerous rooms in 
the house, the place where many accidents can and do occur 
unless you a re careful. Be certain you haven’t overlooked the 
following possible hazards, and be p rep ared for emergencies. 
FIRE is alw ays a very real danger. Window curtains near the 
stove should be tied back to avoid blowing into open flam es. 
Better yet-never place your stove near a window. G rease fires 
are a constant danger, even in everyday cooking—keep a fire 
extinguisher o r a box of coarse salt handy near the stove for 
dousing sm all fires quickly. If fire spreads get everyone out of 
the house and call the fire departm ent on a neighbor’s phone. 
HOUSEHOLD CLEANING AGENTS should be used only as 
directed—and safely stored in'locked cabinets out of reach of 
children or pets. W henever possible, avoid using cleaners which 
contain harsh chem icals. For exam ple, instead of drain 
cleaners containing caustic lyes and acid, use one that relies on 
pressure to unclog pipes. 
A FIRST AID KIT IS A MUST in any kitchen. Make sure yours 
is fully equipped, including burn ointm ent and a tourniquet. 
lf you rely on gas a source of energy in your kitchen a gas leak 
is another possible hazard. If you sm ell gas, open windows, 
check range dials to see if they’re in “ off” position. Do not light 
matches or use any spark-producing item s. If pilot lights a re 
working, you m ay have a major lead—turn off the m aster dial, 
get everyone out of the house and call the utility company 
without delay! 
TAINTED AND SPOILED FOODS can cause illness—even 
death. Check d ate s printed on p rep ared foods for your 
protection and use item s no more than two or three days past the 
indicated “sa fe ” dates. Mark and date m eats you’ve rew rapped 
fon freezing. M ost m eats can be kept up to six months, but tim e 
varies depending on the freezer. 
FOR POWER FAILURES, keep a flashlight handy, perhaps 
one with a m agnetic handle which can be latched onto the side of1 
your refrig erato r for easy accessibility. R efrigerator doors 
should not be opened more than absolutely necessary—loss of 
cold tem perature coo cause foods to spoil, lf ele ctrify is off 
long enough for frozen foods to thaw , do not refreeze them — 
either use w ithin a few days or cook and then freeze them as 
prepared m eals.
